When the fathers of Confederation created Canada, they 
gave us a constitution admirable in many respects and under 
As time has passed, 
however, defects presented themselves. At confederation it 
was decided that the provinces should have exclusive jurisdiction 
in certain matters. Generally this has succeeded but in some 


respects it has not been wholly to the advantage of the people.

moment he stepped across the boundary into Manitoba, he be- 
came a criminal if he commenced the practice of his profession 
there without conforming to the laws of Manitoba, which meant 
an examination, probably months of study, and a delay with 
consequent financial loss. It was wrong, but how was it to be 
remedied? The provinces adhered strictly to their “‘rights’” and 
every legislature in Canada would refuse to surrender any of 
their privileges nor would they permit their jurisdiction to be 
invaded. “Provincial Rights’ was too strong a cry for politi- 
cians to oppose, hence the wrong ontinued even though the peo- 


ple suffered. 


The dentists of Canada, however, saw the wrong. The 
dental profession has always, and does now, take the ground 
that the dental law shall exist only for the protection of the 
public. Upon this broad ground they acted and in 1904 set 
about remedying the wrong that the Fathers of Confederation 
had unwittingly established. In that year a movement was set 
on foot having for its object the nationalization of the provincial 
dental license. It was a big undertaking, for it meant the har- 
monizing of the various dental laws of Canada, the equalization 
of the standards of dental education in the various universities 
and dental colleges and the overcoming of a lot of prejudice 
which had grown up under fifty years of provincial control. “‘If 
a dentist is 2 good dentist in Ontario why should he not be a good 
dentist in Saskatchewan,” this was the slogan upon which the 
work was started.

Legislative Assembly accepted by law the Certificate of Qualifi- 
cation granted by the D. D. C. of C. Now only Quebec remains 
out. 


The certificate of qualification issued by the D. C. C. of C. 
denotes the highest standard of dental qualification in the world. 
This certificate is based upon from five to ten years “Regular 
Ethical, Legal Practice,"" and an examination. The examination 
is admitted to be the fairest that is possible. Then having receiv- 
ed this certificate the holder can at any time in his life proceed 
to practice in any part of Canada (except Quebec). 


Thus at one stroke is demolished the old worn out argument 
used by back country politicians that a close corporation exists 
amongst provincial dentists, for the Provincial Dental Associa- 
tion can in no way prevent the hundreds of dentists who hold 
the D. D. C. certificate of qualification from coming to this or any 
other of the agreeing provinces. 


The standard of dentistry has been perceptibly improved 
as a result of the coming into existence of the D.D.C. -The na- 
tionalization movement has taken the best dentists to all corners 
of Canada instead of keeping them bunched up in the big eastern 
cities. The people have benefited accordingly. Let it be known 
that the certificate of qualification issued by the D.D.C. of C. is 
not obtainable by the quack. 


For gixteen years this movement has been under way. 
Little has been said about it because the dental profession want- 
ed to succeed before they spoke, but the recent council meeting 
held at Ottawa has determined the permanency and success, and 
now it can be said with certainty that by the voluntary efforts of 
the dentists themselves the defect in the B.N.A. act has been 
overcome, the profession has been Canadianized and that by 
methods which in no way interferes with provincial rights.

There was not very much seri- 
ous crime in the Yukon territory 
which came under the jurisdiction 
of the N.W.M.P., chiefly owing to 
the wholesome terror which was 
inspired by the redcoats in the 
minds of the criminal population.

Caches and provi- 
sions were left along the trail all 
the way from Dawson _ to the 
coast, and, as a general rule were 
perfectly safe. 


Robbery and Murder 


There were two notable mur- 
ders, however, in July 1902. The 
body of a dead man was found 
near Indian River. There were 
bullet marks in his body. It was 
evident he had been shot, but 
there was nothing to identify him 
with the exception of a key ring 
containing three small keys and a 


tag. On the tag was the name 
Bouthillette Beauce, P.Q. 
The police at once’ took the 


matter up and telegrams were dis- 
patched to Quebec, and it was 
discovered that a man by that 
name had left for the Yukon early 
in June.

Montreal 
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South African War 


In 1899 the war broke out in 
South Africa. The first call was 
for infantry and _= artillery, and 
most of the first Canadian con- 
tingent were recruited in Eastern 
Canada. After the reverse at 
Magersfontein and elsewhere the 
call went forth for the men who 
“could shoot and ride” and 


ar- 
rangements were made by the 
various mounted’ regiments in 


Western Canada, the Canadian 
Mounted Rifles were organized 
almost entirely under the direc- 
tion of Colonel Herchmer and of, 
ficers of the N.W.M.P. and were 
one of the best bodies of men who! 
ever went to war in any country. 
The great majority of the com- 
missioned officers were men who! 
had been associated’ with the; 
Mounted Police, and the rank 
and file were made up largely: 
from the ranks’ of the famous! 
constabulary, and from cowboys| 
from the Alberta ranges. Colonel 
Herchmer himself, purchased all 
the horses with the assistance of 
his veterinary and officers and the! 
men were all splendidly mounted. | 


A Fine Contribution 


Of course a great many of the 
men who joined could not pos-

and send them to war at his own 
expense. The greatest care was 
to be taken in getting only the 
best men and no expense was to 
be spared in money or equipment.

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Raindrops Round 


Question: Lover’ of Nature, 
Gleichen. Why is a_ raindrop 
round? 

Answer: You have seen little 


insects dart about on a pond as 
if water were so much solid glass 
through which it is impossible for 
them to sink. Water is covered 
with a skin—not the tangible 
slimy scum that we associate with 
stagnant pools, but a surface with 
a stretch in it—'‘'surface tension” 
in the language of the physicist. 

Place a fine steel needle on a 
forked piece of wire and lower it 
gently in a horizontal position on 
the surface of a basin of water. 
It will float but will not be wet. 
It will rest on the tense surface as 
on a table. Once the tense skin 
is broken, and the metal is wetter, 
the needle will sink. 

When a drop of water is freely 
suspended in the air, this ‘‘skin” 
being stretched, seeks to shrink 
to the smallest area, like so much 
stretched rubber. But it cannot 
shrink in volume, because water 
is practically incompressible. 
Hence, it can only force the water 
into a shape which will have the 
smallest surface area. Of all vol- 
umes the sphere has the smallest 
surface area. Therefore, the 
tense ‘‘skin’’ of the drop in striv- 
ing to relax forms a sphere, and 
thus makes a raindrop round. 


Question: Why does the hair 
stand on end with fright? 

Answer: We know that both 
in ourselves and in many of the 
lower animals the hair can, and 
does, stand on end with fright 
almost like quills upon the fretful 
porcupine, as Shakespeare _ says. 
It is also true, as he says, that it 
is possible for “‘each _ particular 
hair to stand on end” for we find 
that every hair has the power to 
do this and that what happens is 
not that several hairs stand up to- 
gether as the result of pulling on 
the skin. At the root of the hair 
is a tiny muscle so arranged that 
while the hair usually lies slant- 
wise, when this muscle pulls, the 


hair stands upright. The best 
reasons which can be given for 
this peculiarity are that this 


movement may help to keep the 
root of the hair in order by a 
sort of massage, or that it may 
serve in keeping the skin clean, 
or most likely of all, that it may 
make such an animal as a_ cat, 
when its hair stands on end, very 
much bigger and more terrible to 
an enemy.
